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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 8-11 are objected to because of the following informalities: With regard to claim 
8, the phrase "in aramidic fibers and "in the fabric in high tenacity" is grammatically awkward. 
With regard to claim 9, the phrase " in aramidic fibers are individually alternated with those in 
high tenacity non-aramidic fibers" is grammatically awkward. With regard to claim 10, the 
phrase, "a woven fabric in aramdic fibers" and "a woven fabric in high tenacity polyamide 
fibers:" is grammatically awkward. With regard to claim 1 1, the phrase "fabric in aramidic 
fibers" and fabric in polyamide fibers" is grammatically awkward. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

3 . Claim 1 8 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
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claim(s) in independent form. It appears that claim 18 does not further limit claim 17. It is the 
position of the Examiner that claim 18 is substantially a duplicate of claim 17. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 7 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claims 7 and 13 are indefinite because of the trademark name of 
Kevlar®. 

The presence of a trademark or trade name in a claim is not, per se, improper under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, but the claim should be carefully analyzed to determine how the 
mark or name is used in the claim. It is important to recognize that a trademark or trade name is 
used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus a trademark or trade 
name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or trade name. See 
definitions of trademark and trade name in MPEP § 608.01(v). A list of some trademarks is 
found in Appendix I. 

If the trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of the 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim 
scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any 
particular material or product. In fact, the value of a trademark would be lost to the extent that it 
became descriptive of a product, rather than used as an identification of a source or origin of a

product. Thus, the use of a trademark or trade name in a claim to identify or describe a material 
or product would not only render a claim indefinite, but would also constitute an improper use of 
the trademark or trade name. 

It should also be noted that claims 7 and 13 also contain the grammatically awkward 
phrase of "fabric in aramidic fibers" and the phrase "the fabric in polyester fiber is a compound 
weave". With regard to claim 13, the phrase "the fabric in polyamide fibers" is grammatically 
awkward. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Not withstanding the claim objections and 1 12 2 nd paragraph rejections set forth above, claims 1- 
14 and 17-18 are found allowable over the prior art. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach or 
fairly suggest woven fabric layers bonded with a thermoplastic film wherein each individual 
layer is further coated with an abrasive enriched resin. An art search did not produce any 
substantial art for which to base a rejection and presently no motivation exists to combine 
references to form an obviousness type rejection.
